1. Provided legal advice and assistance to Sudan with regard to the following cases: 

a. Clodfelterv. Republic of Sudan. Civ. No. 11-2118 (4 th Cir., filed Jan. 17, 2012); and 

b. Owens v. Republic of Sudan. Civ. No. 01-2244 (JDB) (D.D.C., filed Oct. 26, 2001). 

2. Provided legal advice related to the Sudanese Sanctions Regulations (SSR), 31 C.F.R. Part 539, 
including legal research on the possible filing of litigation to challenge the legality of the SSR. 

3. Provided legal assistance with regard to the drafting of a petition to the U.S. Department of State 
seeking removal of Sudan from the list of State Sponsors of Terrorism. The Government of Sudan 
submitted the petition to the Department of State on September 28, 2012. 

4. Provided legal advice to the Government of Sudan regarding the failure of General Electric (GE) to 
comply with its contractual obligations to provide variable speed drive software to the White Nile Sugar 
Co., Ltd., sugar mill, in which the Government of Sudan is a major shareholder. We are in discussions 
with GE regarding possible settlement of this dispute, and have been in contact with Karan Bhatia, Vice 
President and Senior Counsel, International Law and Policy, and David Rivkin, GE's outside counsel from 
the law firm of Debevoise & Plimpton. 

5. Prepared a petition on behalf of Sudan Airways regarding the possible exportation from the United 
States to Sudan of spare parts from U.S. suppliers, including Boeing, Pratt & Whitney, and such other 
U.S. suppliers as may be required for civil aircraft for the Republic of Sudan. This petition was submitted 
to OFAC on November 20, 2012, and has been accepted for review and given case number SU-2012-299- 
55-1. 

6. Prepared a petition on behalf of Sudan Railways Corporation regarding the possible exportation from 
the United States to Sudan of engines, locomotives, and spare parts from U.S. suppliers, including GE, 
General Motors, and such other suppliers as may be required for railways in Sudan and South Sudan. 
This petition was submitted to OFAC on November 20, 2012, and given case number SU-2012-299052-1.
